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illness from remaining in camp for the full period prescribed, and the Jehan- 
abad and Barh officers, who have given no sufficient explanation of theirfailure 
to comply with the orders on the subject of tours. This explanation must now 
be furnished by them. . 

. 8. Weather and erops.—The weather was not very seasonable throughout — 
the year, and in Shahabad and Sarun the rainfall was deficient. Inthe Patna 
district there was an excellent Aharee/, a moderate bhadoi, anda fair rubbee © — 
harvest. The rubbee gave good promise, but a deficiency in the winter raing ©. 
reduced the yield. In Gya the rainfall in July and August was excessive, and 
consequently the bhadoi crop suffered. The khuree/, however, was excellent, 
and the rubdee fair. In Shahabad only %5 inches of rain fell, and the general 
result of the year’s agriculture was consequently not favourable. From the 

uantitative statement of such results, however, which is appended to the 

Citininietiones’s report, it seems the harvests were very good in Sasseram and 
Buxar, and bad only in Bhubooah. Irrigation appears to have been this year 
more sparingly resorted to in Shahabad than formerly, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor would be glad to learn whether the local differences in the harvests 
can be in any way ascribed to this fact. In Mozufferpore the rainfall was also 
unequally distributed; none fell in the south of the district during July and 
August, and but little in the north. In September the heavy rain caused an 
inundation, which was followed by an outbreak of fever throughout the 
district. Still the crops were everywhere good, save in the Seetamurhee 
sub-division, where the dhadoi and rubbee were very poor, In Durbhunga the 
rains began well, but stopped abruptly; and fears were entertained of crop 
failure. Seasonable rain, however, in September and OctoWtr dispelled these 
fears: and, excepting the rubbee in Tajpore, and bhadoi in Madhubani, the 
harvests were fairly good. In Sarun the rainfall was much under the average, 
but seasonably distributed, and the only crop said to have suffered materially 
was the khureef in the Sewan sub-division. In Chumparun the rainfall was 
sufficient in quantity, but unequally distributed; the Ahureef crop was good ; 
butall the rest were below the average. On the whole the year was 
least favourable of the last three years to agriculturists in the Patna 
Division. 

4. Public Health.—\t was noticed last year that malarious fever ha 
appeared in Shahabad, and that the Civil Surgeon of that district had attributed 
the disease in some degree to irrigation from the Sone Canals. That explana- 
tion was questioned at the time, and it gains no support from the fact that this 
year the disease has overspread the whole Patna Division, extending to — 
districts where there is no canal irrigation, and where the season was unusually 
dry. In Shahabad the fever is stated to have assumed a malignant type, and 
to have caused much mortality. In all the other districts of the Division it 

was much less severe in form and less fatal. Additional medical aid was ; 
placed at the disposal of the local authorities, and cinchona febrifuge pills were \ 
widely distributed. The disease, however, ran the same course in every — 
district, beginning in a mild form in August, growing virulent in September 
and October, and disappearing in December. It seems impossible to trace ~ — 
the disease to any local cause, and, as remarked in the. Resolution on the 
are em Administration Report, it is probably due to climatic influences 
which are beyond immediate control. The attention of the Sani mmiss 
sioner will be again directed to the matter. While the Division suffered much — 
more from fever than in the preceding year, it suffered less from cholera, which — 
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: — inthe Chumparun and Durbhunga districts only. In the former 






the disease was confined principally to the towns of Bettiah and Moti- 

haree ; but in Durbhunga it assumed more of an epidemic character, and lasted

erywhere well filled, that houses are being improved, and tanks and wells 
excavated. Such assurances of progress from a portion of Behar where pro- 
was needed are especially gratifying. * on Chumparun Mr. Edgar 
orts that, when he first visited the district in 1480, the contrast between its 
inhabitants and the people of Shahabad and Sarun “struck him painfully.” It 
is therefore well to learn that within the short time that Mr. Edgar held charge of 
the district, ‘‘ the material condition of the people had been greatly improved.” 
The construction of the railway to Motihari had some effect in raising wages, 
and fair harvests also helped to better the condition of all classes. Still 
Mr. Edgar, who has now left the district, does not think things as satisfactory 
as they might be; and this he attributes more io defects in the land laws 
than to other causes. ‘I'he Lieutenant-Governor fears that the Chumparun 
ryot is in a depressed condition; but he trusts that the extension of railway 
communication to the district will now stimulate trade, and that the energy, 
tact, and watchfulness of the district officers will check the agrarian abuses to 
which Mr. Edgar alludes until an amendment in the Kent law shall supply 
the true remedy. ‘ 


A more hopeful account is given of things south of the Ganges. In ° 
the Patna district “the improved condition of the people is said to be still 
a nt as in the past year.” From Gya a similar report comes, and it is 

that ‘the ryot is awaking to a sense of his rights there and beginning 
to assert them.” In Shahabad the condition of the people has always been 
reported as much better than elsewhere in the Division, and ought not to be 
pee: ently injured by one unfavourable season. In these south Ganges 
istricts oul’ rents are more prevalent than in the districts north of the river, 
and opinions differ as to the value of the system, While one Collector ranks 
it with thikadari as an obstacle to all improvement, another says it was the 
saving of his district during the last bad year.

8. Lrade and Commerce.-—The sea-borne trade of Chittagong underwent a fe 
remarkable expansion during the year, the value of imports and exports together ' 
amounting to Rs. 1,48,62,478 against Rs. 1,43,43,927 in 1880-81. The increase ze 


was pretty equally divided between foreign and interportal trade. Exports, 
however, increased in a larger proportion than imports—a not unnatural 
state of things, when it is remembered that Chittagong affords almost the only 
outlet of the immense surplus of agricultural produce raised in Eastern 
Bengal. The money realized in return for exports will no doubt, in time, cause 
a demand for foreign commodities to spring up, thus producing an important i 
improvement in the general standard of civilization and comfort in’ the “ 
eastern distircts.

11. Police and crime.—The police of Chittagong and Noakholly is said 
to have improved during the year, but the Magistrate of Tipperah does not 
speak favourably of the police of his district. The tendency, however, to settle 
petty cases by arbitration instead of in court is, so long as it is not allowed 
to lead to the concealment of serious crime, one to be encouraged, and 
it is, in the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion, satisfactory to find that the chowki- 
dari punchayats are gradually assuming a position of influence which enables 
them to keep trifling cases out of court. In the Fenny sub-division the pun- 
chayats are said to hush up cases to a large extent from improper motives; 
but before accepting this view, the Lieutenanut-Governor would wish that the 
Magistrate in person should enquire into this matter. While Mr. Rivers 
Thompson desires that any case in which a member of a punchayat is discovered 
to have thus abused his position should be severely dealt with; he also wishes 
that the independence of these bodies, and the tendency they exhibit towards 
the control of their own local affairs, should be fostered and not disco 
The" Lieutenant-Governor concurs in the Commissioner’s opinion that “it 
would be an immense gain if the people could be got to submit their petty 
quarrels and disputes to the arbitration of the respectable men of the villa " 
rather than to rush into court on the slightest pretext.” 


The number of cognizable cases in the Chittagong district was 1,217 against 
1,774 in the previous year, the decline being ascribed to the increased = 
efficiency of the police, and to the promptitude with which cases were disposed = 
of by the Magistrates. The high percentage of ucquittals to arrests (68°83), 
‘however, would seem to indicate that eriminals in this district do not run a very — 
discouraging risk of punishment.

The good harvests of the 
two years, which in other districts have caused an increase in suite for mo 
and moveables owing to the difficulty experienced by agriculturists in paying 
their debts, are assigned as the cause for the falling off in these suits 
in Chittagong. The explanation seems to be a good one, the fact being 
probably due to the existence of the port, which has afforded an 
outlet for agricultural produce. The readiness of ryots to relinquish their 
holdings in Chisago, and the tenacity with which the same class adhere 
to them in Tipperah, are believed to make the zemindars of the former 
district less, and those of the latter more, bold in pressing for payment of rent, 
and thus to have caused the variations noticed in the numbers of rent suits. 
The Lieutenant-Governor however, is not quite convinced that this argument 
is sound either in its premises or in its conclusion. In Tipperah a strong 
spirit of combination to resist payment of rent at rates which were paid when 
rice was selling at three times its present value is said to exist. The facts, 
if true, would support claims for abatement, though it would probably 
cost the ryots more than they would gain to prosecute such suits. In the present 
state of the law, therefore, combinations to resist payments of exorbitant rents 
are not unnatural. The good work done by the Moonsifs of the division is 
again noticed by the Commissioner. ; 
18. Land and Land Revenue.—Out of total demand, current and arrear, of 
Rs. 26,63,686 on 33,038 estates, of which 29,312 are situated in Chittagong dis- 
trict, Rs. 23,86,307, or 89°5 per cent., were collected, Rs. 21,671 were remitted, 
and Rs. 2,55,715 remained uncollected at the close of the year. In Chittagong 
the collections of current demand were fairly good, amounting to Rs. 7,51,857

contested, owing, the Commissioner believes, to the Settlement Officer having 
wrongly assumed that the rates which he found prevailing at the time of the 
settlement were permunent, The suits instituted to contest the rates will 
doubtless show how far this opinion is correct. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
glad to learn that an association of Bengali gentlemen hes been formed 
with a view to open plough cultivation in the Chittagong Hill Tracts. The 
success of an experiment of this nature will do more than any amount of preeept 
and persuasion to lead the hill tribes to abandon their present wasteful system 
of jooming. ‘ 

15  Excise.—The total excise revenue for the division amounted to 
Rs. 2,06,380, or Rs. 7,151 in excess of that for the previous year. The 
principal urticles from which increased revenue was realised were coun 

irits (Rs. 1,296), tari (Rs. 1,377), chandu (Rs 957), and gania (Rs. 2,485). 
Of the whole excise revenue, Ks. 91,457, or 44°3 per cent., was contributed by 
opium ; Rs. 61,839, or 29-9 per cent., by ganja; and Rs. 37,428, or 18 per cent., 
by country spirits. It is gratifying to observe that the number of outstills in 
Chittagong has been somewhat decreased without any diminution in the revenue. 
In Noakholly one new outstill was opened, but the revenue fell off slightly, 
the want of ready money having no doubt led to a decrease in drinking. 
In Tipperah it seems doubtful whether the six new outstills opened were really 
required, the increase of revenue from country spirits in this district having been 
very small, and the average revenue from each shop having fallen from. 
Rs. 610-13-11 to Rs. 561-8-2. The Commissioner believes that no increase of 
drunkenness has followed the introduction of the outstill system, and though the 
Collector of Chittagong differs from him in this, the ‘vite of convictions for 
drunkenness (12) cited by the Collector do not bear out the view held by that 
officer. The increased consumption of ganja was confined to Chittagong and_ 
Tipperah, and is attributed to an improvement in the quality of the drug — 
imported. ‘The large opium revenue of the division remains nearly stationary— 
an indication that the rise in the price of excise opium has checked the 
tendency to increased consumption, and has rendered smuggling to Arracan 
less profitable than formerly. 

16. Salt.—The quantity of salt which paid duty at Chittagong rose from 
2,29,845 maunds in 1880-81 to 3,39,307 maunds in the year under review, and — 
the duty paid was Ks. 9,61,790 against Ks. 6,60,804 in the former year. The — 
increase was mainly due to the very large clearances made for Naraingunge. — 
‘The considerable increase which has taken place in the consumption of duty- \ 
paying salt in Chittagong, indicates a decline in the manufacture of the com- 
modity.

_ and in Tipperah from 1,615 schools with 84,115 pupils to 2,862 with 56,353 

* pupils, The figures given, therefore, though satisfactory as guaranteeing 
increased efficiency of teaching, do not necessarily represent any large increase 

_ either in the number of existing schools or of pupils, In the Hill Tracts the 
exertions of the Joint-Inspector of Schools have led to an increase from 6 to 13 

- in the number of schools, and from 157 to 237 in the number of pupils. ‘The 
iperease which has recently been made in the value of the scholarships open 
to hill boys should prove a further encouragement to education in this back~ 
ward district. 

20. Committees —The members of committees in Chittagong are now 

to take an increased interest in the business be'ore them, and it is 
hoped that by judicious action on the part of the Chairman and Vice-Chairman 
this spirit may be fostered. In an important town like Cixittagong there can 
be no want of intelligent and able men, competent to assist in conducting 
the affairs of the municipality and of the road-cess; but in Chittagong, as else- 
where, the best way to elicit the assistance of such men is to give them some 
substantial voice in the discussions, and some real control over the administra- 
tion. The Lieutenant-Governor fully concurs with the remarks made by the 
Magistrate of Noakholly on this subject. Mr. Cocke says.— 

“The apathy, I fear. too often arises from a settled conviction on the part of the 
members that the Chairman represents the views of Government, which will be carried 
out whatever may be said or thought by the members. The aim should be to encourage 
to the utmost freedom in discussion, to try and elicit any information on any points on 
which members may be informed.

The General Administration Report of the Presidency Division for the year 1881-82, 


Except for the last few weeks of the year, the charge of the division was 
held throughout by Mr. Peacock. The report is submitted by Mr. Monro, who- 
took over charge after the close of the period under review. Few changes: 
took place during the year among the district and other officers with the’ 

Sagidicstes of the 24-Pergunnahs, among whom changes 
were unavoidably frequent. The Commissioner’s remarks on this subject will 
be dealt with in the Appointment Department. The report commences with 
a table comparing the result of the census of 1881 with that of its prede- 
cessor. The total population was found to be 8,204,912 persons as com 
with 7,739,741 in 1872, ering. an increase of 465,171, distributed over all 
sections of the division except the suburbs of Calcutta. Notwithstanding the 
malarious fever which caused so high a mortality in Nuddea, the increase 
of population in that district amounted to 11°31 per cent. 

2. Tours,—All district officers, except the Collector of the 24-Pergunnahs, 
complied fully with the orders of Government in this respect. In considera- 
tion of the special difficulties which render it difficult for the Collector of this 
district to leave his head-quarters, the Lieutenant-Governor last year consented 
in his case so far to relax the previous order as to allow him to spend three 
weeks in each quarter of the year, or 84 days in the regate, in the 
interior—an amount of tour which the Collector extireaiod 40-00 able to 
undertake. Mr. Lyall was, however, absent from Alipore for only 30 
days in the whole year, and the district must therefore have received 
avery inadequate amount of inspection. Under the circumstances of the 
case, the Lieutenant-Governor accepts the explanation given by Mr. Lyall, 
and as it seems that real difficulties exist in carrying out the orders issued last 
year, the Lieutenant-Governor will still further r them, and require the 
district officer of the 24-Pergunnahs to spend 70 days in the year on tour. Now 
that a reduction has been made in the size of the 24-Pergunnahs distri 
Mr. Rivers Thompson trusts that no difficulty will be felt by the Collector in — 
spending 70 days at least in the interior of his jurisdiction.

Except 
in the Kandi sub-division, where injury was caused to all crops by drought, 
the outturn of the crops in the Moorshedabad district was satisfactory. Indigo 
did exceptionally well in Jessore and in one factory in Moorshedabad, owing it 
i ae in the latter case, to improved methods of cultivation introduced from 
ar. 

4 Public health.—Fever and cholera were unusually prevalent in 
all districts except the 24-Pergunnahs, and were especially fatal in Nuddea 
and Moorshedabad. In the former district the epidemic of fever, which raged 
throughout 1880-81, increased in virulence, and notwithstanding the most 
active endeavours to check it, the reported deaths amounted to 74,000. 
Towards the close of the year cholera followed in the track of the fever, and 
found numerous victims among a population already weakened by the latter 
disease. In Moorshedabad 5,695 people are said to have died from fever, 
which became epidemic in July, and increased in virulence till November, when 
-itreached its climax. Cholera is said to have caused 3,610 deaths. ‘The

In Nuddea prices 
ranged from 24 seers 6 chittacks to 28 seers 5 chittacks, im Jessore ‘| 
from 20 to 29 seers, and in Moorshedabad from 25 to 82 seers; The ‘| 
rices of labour remain practically unchanged—skilled labour commanding 
fom 6 to 8 annas in the 24-Pergunnahs, from 4 to 8 annas in Nuddew 
and Jessore, and from 3 to6 annas in Moorshedabad. The wages of unskilled 
labour were from 4 to 5 annas in the 24-Pergunnahs, from 2 to 5 annas in 
Jessore, from 2 to 4 annas in Moorshedabad, and, it is said; from 2 to 
12 annas in Nuddea, This last figure, however, can scarcely be correct. 

8. Manufactures—The jute, cotton, and sugar-mills of the 24-Pergunnahs 
are 33 in number, and employ 30,374 persons. ‘he extended use of kerosine 
has depressed the castor-oil mills of the suburbs of Calcutta. As already noticed, 
the indigo factories of Jessore realized large prices for their produce, but the 
outturn was not large. In Nuddea a considerable number of factories still 
exists, but the industry is declining, and the season was not successful owing to 
the late commencement of the rains and the subsequent sudden rise of the 
rivers. With the exception cf one filature in the Nuddea district, silk is 
manufactured only in Moorshedabad, but the industry there, as in the adjoining 
districts of Beerbhoom and Burdwan, is rapidly losing its importance. Raw date- 
sugar is manufactured to a large extent in Nuddea, and gur is produced in 
very large quantities in Jesscre, the outturn being estimated at 4,00,000 
maunds, and valued at Rs. 16,00,000. The manufacture of sugar is carried 
on by an European Company in the sudder Sub-division, but no statisties 
on the subject are forthcoming. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the 
District Officer. of Jessore may be able to gather some fuller: information 
regarding the sugar industries of this district beiore the submission of his next 
report. The Jessore Loan Company has earned over 2U per cent. during the 
year on its “me of Ks. $0,000, and itis to be hoped that the success of this 
enterprise may lead other rich natives to utilize their surplus capital in @ 
similar manner. The following account of this Company is given by tlie 
Commissioner :— agit 

“The Jessore Loan Company is an excellently managed and most useful institution, — 
which after many struggles has won a large share of public confidence. The scope of its 
dealings is, briefly, ordinary banking business. It receives deposits at the rate of 6to 12 
annas per cent per mensem, and so large was the amount offered last year, that.a notice was 
actually issued that no further deposits would be taken. I may remark here that 
the average native appreciates deposit facilities far more than any in connection with 
the purchase of shares or stock, inasmuch as his money is more easily ‘gor at’ if held in 
deposit than if invested in any description of paper. e Company opens current accounts, 
issues cheque-books to its customers, and transacts every branch of banking business ; but 
it is as a loan-office that its main usefulness lies. It adyances money on the security of 
landed property (putni and zemindari only), houses, jewellery, and go NC 
on land are calculated on a basis of ten years’ purchase, and a margin of Ks. 50 
The largest sum ‘ out’ on a single transaction is Rs, 20,000, nees on jé 
also very frequont, and herein hes a curious analogy between this Company an 
of English banks which have grown out of pawu-broking shops in the course o!

nant-Governor is glad to observe, of the gradual extension of roads and of steam 
communications both by land and water. The good results of the road cess 
legislation, so strenuously resisted at the time of its introduction, are now first 
becoming apparent. They are capable of much wider extension. Already a 
project is in hand for the construction of a light salle between Kotechand- 
re, the centre of the sugar industry in Jessore, and Kissengunge on the 
stern Bengal Railway It is undertaken as a private speculation by native 
capitalists chiefly, and has received the support of Government. It should be 
finished before this time next year. In Moorshedabad trade has not. yet 
recovered from the heavy failures noticed last year, and apparently there aes 
been a large falling off in the up-country demand for rice in the current year, 
the cause of which is not explained. 

. 9. Public feeling —Vhe repeal of the Vernacular Press Act and the exten- 
sion of the outstill system have formed the principal subjects of the approbation 
and adverse criticism respectively of the educated classes as represented in the 
vernacular press. The license tax and the road cess no longer excite opposi- 
tion; and if the Arms Act ever created any hostility, the active dislike to it 
has ceased with the introduction of simelet rules for its working. The 
growth of public opinion among the upper classes is indicated by the associa- 
tions formed in some of the municipalities of the 24-Pergunnahs ‘‘to ventilate 
the grievances of members and to comment upon the conduct and acts of the 
Commissioners.” The Commissioner expresses regret that these bodies at pre- 
sent confine themselves to determined opposition instead of co-operating loyall 
with the Commissioners. But it should be remembered that an opposition is 
not without beneficial influences on the formation of publit opinion and in the 
transaction of public business, as well on the small stage of municipal adminis- 
tration as on the larger arena of State politics. The indications of ill-feeling 
between the zemindars and 7 of the Meherpore sub-division, which were 
said to exist at the close of last year, took the form of active hostilities 
shortly afterwards, and culminated in two attacks on the European assist- 
ants in charge of two indigo factories. The measures adopted for keeping the 

secured a cessation of overt hostilities, and it is hoped that the ill- 
ing which is attributed by the Commissioner mainly to the action of 
fessional agitators has nearly ceased to exist.

Rs. 277,018, having risen from Rs. 21,81,477 in 1880-81 to Rs. 24,58,495 in 
the year under review. The increase was small in all districts except the 
24-Pergunnahs, including Calcutta, which contributed 94:25 per cent. of 
the whole. The revenue from country spirits decreased slightly in the 
24-Pergunnahs, Nuddea, and Moorshedabad, but rose by Rs. 1,54,700 in Calcutta, 
owing to better settlements and to the suppression of outstill liquor. A 
small increase in Jessore is attributed to the general prosperity. The revenue 
from rum increased in Calcutta in consequence of better settlements and of 
the diminished importation of rum from Shahjahanpur. Rum manufactured 
at Gopalpur in Madras was imported to some extent. The increase in the 
revenue derived in Calcutta from imported wines amounted to Rs. 15,849.

_ 15. Stamps.—The stamp revenue (exclusive of postage and telegraph stamps) 
rose from Rs. 34,08,159 in 1880-81 to Rs. 36,62,774 in the year under review.

_ stamps alone—a satisfactory indication of brisk trade. A decrease of

18. Railways and other Public Works.---The Commissioner gives the follow-

“The year under review has been an important one in railway works, The whole of 
the earthwork from Mugra Hat to Diamond Harbour has been completed by the Depart- 
mont of Public Works. The great even) of the year, however, was the commencement of 
work on the Central Bengal Railway, which will pass through the three, distriets of 
the 24-Pergunnahs, Nuddea, and Jessore. The work on thet portion of the line which 
through the 24-Pergunnahs was delayed to a certain extent, pending decision the 
question of its junction with the Eastern Bengal Railway. That pene ‘has now been 
settled, and earthwork is progressing fast. Marthwork from Ranaghat to Bongong has . 
been completed, with the exception of a few intervening gaps. Rails to the extent of 
three miles have been laid already to facilitate the transit of materials. The preliminary 
surveys of the portion of the line which falls within the jurisdiction of the Jessore district 
have been completed, possession has been obtained of most of the land required, and the earth- 
work has been completed for about a third of the entire length of the line. The next eold 
weather will, it is hoped, see Bongong in direct communication with Calcutta by rail, and, 
judging by the present rate of progress, the entire line in another year will be completed. 

here can be no doubt that the line, when constructed, will confer immense benefits on the 
people ; and of its ultimate financial success I entertain little doubt. Pursuant to a call from 
Government, in its Department of Public Works, a well-considered scheme of such feeder 
roads has been submitted, and I request that early attention be paid to this important 
subject. Land is also being taken up for the Hast Indian Railway line, which is to cross the 
Hooghly just north of the Gouripore Mills within the Nyehatty Municipality in the 
24-Pergunnahs. ;

The Lieutenant-Governor was glad to notice, during his visit 
to Kishnaghur, the many improvements in the grounds and buildings connected 
with the Rajbaree. In Jessore the Narail estate is said to be at last free from 
liabilities: the management of the remaining estates in this district and 
in Moorshedabad appears to be satisfactory. 

28. Conduct of Zemindars—Yhe enmity existing between zemin- 
dars and ryots in the Meherpore sub-division has been already men- 
tioned, and the Commissioner reports that ‘‘the relations between these 

in Jessore are far from satisfactory.” The ryot, it is said, 
“looks upon the zemindar with intense distrust and tries his best to 
withhold the payment of just dues.” It is hoped that this state of affairs 
which, as there is reason to fear, is too common in other parts of the country 
besides Jessore, may be remedied to some extent at all events by the 
new Rent Code. Of the condition of things in Moorshedabad nothing 
issaid. In the 24-Pergunnahs Maharajah Narendra Krishna is, the Lieute- 
nant-Governor is glad to observe, again mentioned as a particularly considerate 
landlord.
